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Anyone  who  asks  for  this  volume,  to 
read,  collate,  or  copy  from  it,  and  who 
appropriates  it  to  himself  or  herself,  or 
cuts  anything  out  ot  it,  should  realize 
that  (s)he  will  have  to  give  answer  before 
God’s  awesome  tribunal  as  if  (s)he  had 
robbed  a  sanctuary.  Let  such  a  person  be 
held  anadiema  and  receive  no  forgiveness 
until  the  book  is  returned.  So  be  it. 
Amen!  And  anyone  who  removes  these 
anathemas,  digitally  or  otherwise,  shall 
himself  receive  them  in  double. 
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INTRODUCTION 


I  have  been  asked  by  numerous  people  from  various 
parts  of  the  world  to  suggest  the  names  of  books  on  dif¬ 
ferent  topics  concerning  the  Church  of  the  East.  Such  a 
demand  may  sound  quite  simple.  However,  when  we 
think  for  a  moment  we  realise  how  difficult  it  is  to 
prepare  a  list  of  books  concerning  the  Church  of  the  East. 
The  reasons  for  this  difficulty  can  be  summarised  as 
follows: 

1.  The  literature  on  the  Church  of  the  East  was  in 
Syriac  (Aramaic)  language  only  until  recently.  Old  Syriac 
is  not  known  to  most  of  the  enquirers.  Today  Assyrians 
speak  modern  Syriac. 

2.  The  English  Books  on  the  Church  of  the  East 
are  not  authoritative  as  most  of  them  have  been  written  by 
Protestants  ard  Catholics.  Some  of  the  mistakes  are 
deliberate  due  to  the  wrong  information,  given  to  other 
Churches  by  the  enemies  of  Saint  Nestorius  for  various 
reasons  better  known  to  them.  So  the  choice  of  the  books 
is  very  important  and  most  difficult. 

3.  A  large  number  of  books  on  the  Church  of  the 
East  or  on  the  theology  of  the  Nestorians  are  not  up 
todate.  The  discussion  on  the  theology  of  Nestorius  is 
not  trustworthy,  as  the  authors  of  the  19th  century  were 
not  aware  of  the  existence  of  the  book  written  by  Nestorius, 
known  as  the  " Bazaar  of  Heracleides Moreover  the 
book  on  the  history  of  the  Church  of  the  East  do  not  give 
the  present  picture  of  the  Church.  The  two  world  wars 
and  certain  other  factors  have  changed  the  geographical 
map  of  the  Church  and  have  reduced  her  numerical 
strength. 
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4.  Most  of  the  books  are  out  of  print  and  the 
publishers  do  not  venture  to  undertake  the  reprints  as  the 
interest  on  the  Church  of  the  East  is  dying  out  in  most  of 
the  centres  of  learning. 

This  is  only  a  humble  attempt  to  mark  the  beginning 
in  creating  a  fresh  interest  in  the  study  of  the  history  and 
theology  of  the  Church  of  the  East.  I  am  attempting  to  give 
a  bibliography  of  the  books  I  am  aware  of,  with  comments 
on  some  of  the  books  I  have  had  the  privilege  to  read.  No 
claim  is  made  to  call  this  a  complete  bibliography.  At  any 
rate,  this  is  the  result  of  a  few  years  of  reading  in  the 
various  important  libraries  in  the  East  and  in  the  West. 
This  opportunity  can  be  taken  (o  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  librarians  and  archivists  of  Cambridge  University 
Library,  British  Museum  etc.  for  their  kind  co-operation 
and  unfailing  courtesy. 

There  is  no  single  library  in  the  world,  as  far  as  I 
know,  which  has  got  all  the  books  mentioned  in  this 
bibliography.  I  read  these  books  in  America,  Eng?and, 
Europe,  the  Near  East,  the  Middle  East  and  India  Some  of 
the  books  included  in  this  bibliography  are  known  by 
seeing  references  to  these  books  in  other  books  and  not 
by  really  reading  them.  On  such  bocks  I  am  unable  to 
comment.  However,  they  seem  to  the  important  works  and 
hence  they  are  included  in  the  following  list.  The  books 
on  our  subject,  written  in  languages  like  Latin,  French, 
German  etc.,  though  very  important,  are  omitted  from  the 
list,  as  most  of  the  readers  of  this  article  do  not  know  these 
languages. 

Although  bibliographies  are  available  in  several 
books  they  are  selected  to  suit  their  particular  themes.  For 
example  Dr.  John  Joseph  has  listed  books  on  the  political 
history  of  the  Assyrians.  One  author  is  interested  in  the 
liturgy,  but  another  in  Christology.  The  present  writer 
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himself  had  to  select  varied  bibliographies  for  his  previous 
books.  When  he  wrote  the  Nestorian  Theology,  books 
and  articles  in  theology  were  selected  and  when  he  wrote 
the  Sacraments  of  the  Church  of  the  East,  he  chose 
books  on  that  topic.  Hence  a  complete  bibliography 
became  a  necessity. 

In  this  bibliography,  instead  of  classifying  the  books 
into  subjects  such  as  history,  liturgy,  theology.  Missions 
etc,  all  books  are  listed  just  alphabetically,  since  several 
books  overlap.  For  example  Badger's  Nestorians  and 
their  Rituals  will  have  to  be  listed  in  liturgy,  theology, 
history  and  Missions,  as  it  is  useful  for  all  these  topics. 
Thus  books  on  Indian  Church  History,  Iraq  Church  history, 
theology,  worship  etc.  are  all  listed  together.  From  the 
title  of  the  book  a  student  can  understand  the  nature  of 
the  contents.  In  some  cases  perhaps  the  contents  page  of 
the  book  as  well  as  the  index  will  give  an  indication  of 
the  topics  dealt  with. 

330  books  and  404  articles  from  periodicals  are 
listed  in  this  book.  Encyclopaedias,  dictionaries,  catalo¬ 
gues  and  even  judicial  decisions,  (printed  or  typed)  have 
been  listed.  Thus  about  800  books  and  articles  are  in¬ 
cluded  for  the  specialist  student  to  read  and  digest.  An 
ordinary  student  who  has  plenty  of  time  and  interest  to 
study  about  this  ancient  Church  can  devote  about  2  years 
to  read  the  books  and  articles  mentioned  here.  When 
one  finishes  it  one  can  be  a  specialist  or  an  expert. 

The  present  writer  confesses  that  he  has  not  read  all 
the  800  books  or  articles  mentioned  here.  But  he  has  read 
most  of  it.  Some  books  are  listed  here  without  his  reading 
(or  even  seeing)  them  but  by  seeing  the  mention  of  it  in 
some  bibliographies. 

It  is  not  easy  to  find  libraries  where  all  these  books 
or  articles  can  be  located.  In  India  it  is  impossible  to  find 
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a  library  that  quenches  the  thirst  of  a  student  to  be  well 
informed  of  this  Church's  History.  Even  the  best  libraries 
abroad  are  not  perfect  in  this  respect  because  several  bocks 
are  out  of  print  and  old  copies  are  not  easy  to  obtain.  The 
present  writer  found  it  difficult  to  have  access  to  a  copy  of 
the  Bazaar  of  fleracleides  of  Nestorius  translated  by 
G.  R.  Driver  and  Leonard  Hodgson,  for  his  use  in  the 
M.  Th.  thesis  in  1364.  The  libraries  abroad  refused  to  post 
this  "'out-of-print"  book  to  India,  for  fear  of  losing  it  in 
transit.  Finally  Professor  Henry  Chadwick  of  Cambridge 
was  kind  enough  to  loan  his  personal  copy  which  the 
Principal  of  the  United  Theological  College,  Bangalore 
brought  personally  from  England.  It  was  returned  to  the 
owner  after  the  whole  book  was  micro  filmed  by  Professor 
Kaj  Baago.  The  microfilm  preserved  in  the  archives  of 
U.  T.  College  Library  is  probably  the  only  copy  available  in 
India  of  this  valuable  book.  A  Syriac  copy  is  in  the  Metro¬ 
politan's  Palace,  Trichur. 

A  few  books  have  been  reprinted.  Badger's  book 
printed  in  1852  was  reprinted  by  Gregg  International  Pu¬ 
blishers  in  1969.  A.  J.  Maclean's  East  Syrian  Daily 
Offices  also  was  reprinted.  But  they  are  very  expensive 
reprints.  However,  John  Stewart's  The  Nestorian  Mi¬ 
ssionary  Enterprise  has  a  cheap  reprint,  as  it  is  done  in 
India.  Many  more  books  are  worthy  of  reprint.  But  Pub¬ 
lishers  are  hesitant  for  economic  reasons. 

While  listing  the  books,  comments  have  been  added 
in  the  case  of  a  fe/v  books  to  give  some  idea  of  the  cont¬ 
ents  of  the  book  so  that  readers  will  know  some  details 
before  ordering  such  books.  But  owing  to  limitations  of 
the  space  within  a  book  of  this  nature,  comments  could 
not  be  appended  to  every  book.  Therefore,  the  readers 
have  to  find  out  for  themselves  several  things  about  many 
of  these  books, 
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Most  of  the  authors  who  have  written  these  books 
and  articles  are  Roman  Catholics  or  Protestants.  At  pre¬ 
sent  there  are  not  many  members  of  the  ancient  Church  of 
the  East  who  are  scholarly  enough  to  write  books  or  to 
interpret  its  faith  or  history  to  outsiders.  It  must  be  stated 
in  all  fairness  to  several  of  these  authors  that  they  have 
done  yeoman  service  by  writing  on  topics  of  interest  to 
the  Church  of  the  East. 

It  is  true  that  once  upon  a  time  when  Edessa  and 
Nisibis  had  great  theological  fame  they  had  produced  the¬ 
ologians  of  first  magnitude  such  as  Narsai  and  the  scholars 
had  written  many  books  in  Syriac.  Mar  Abdisho  of  Suva 
(d.  1318)  who  has  written  the  theological  book  called 
Marganeetha  (Jewel)  listed  as  No.  1  in  this  book  had  app¬ 
ended  a  list  of  Syriac  books  of  the  doctors  of  the  Church 
of  the  East  upto  his  time.  Some  of  the  books  mentioned 
in  that  list  are  not  known  to  exist  now.  The  manuscripts 
of  such  books  must  have  been  destroyed  through  the  vici¬ 
ssitudes  of  history. 

In  the  Doctoral  dissertation  of  the~  author  there  is  a 
somewhat  elaborate  bibliography  of  theological  and  histo¬ 
rical  books.  But  that  too  is  not  a  comprehensive  list,  but 

only  a  select  bibliography  relevant  to  that  thesis.  In  his 
book  The  Nestorians  and  their  Muslim  Neighbours 
Published  by  Princeton  University  Press,  1961,  Dr.  John 
Joseph  has  given  a  large  bibliography.  But  that  too  is 
mainly  on  political  history  of  Assyrians,  or  to  be  precise, 
on  the  "Western  influence  on  the  Assyrians''. 

The  purpose  of  the  present  book  is  a  complete  com¬ 
pilation  of  books  on  Assyrians  as  well  as  Indians  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Church  of  the  East,  nicknamed  the  Nestorian 
Church.  It  is  not  easy  to  be  complete  and  upto  date  as 
the  author  is  not  attached  to  any  University  Library  where 
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books  and  periodicals  from  all  over  the  world  can  be 
purchased  and  preserved. 

Still  the  present  work,  the  author  hopes,  will  be 
helpful  to  many  especially  beginners  who  want  to  specia¬ 
lise  in  the  history  and  faith  of  this  great  Church. 

In  April  1977  when  the  present  writer  visited  San 
Francisco,  he  called  at  the  Society  of  St.  Thomas,  which 
is  a  small  group  of  clergy  collecting  books  and  articles  on 
he  Church  of  the  East.  Fr.  Charles  and  his  colleague  Fr. 
Andrew  were  kind  enough  to  let  me  copy  from  their  cata¬ 
logue,  most  of  the  articles  they  have  listed  from  various 
journals.  They  later  sent  photostat  copies  of  several  arti¬ 
cles  from  many  journals  as  well  as  acyclostyled  catalogue. 
After  the  death  of  Fr.  Charles,  the  Society  of  St.  Thomas 
has  been  shifted  to  Bakersville,  North  Carolina.  The  pre¬ 
sent  writer  places  on  record  his  heart  felt  gratitude  for  the 
help  available  from  their  efforts. 

The  following  work  does  not  list  all  the  articles  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Voice  of  the  East  Magazine  during  the  past 
28  years.  The  present  writer  himself  has  written  dozens 
of  articles  in  the  Syriac — English  edition  of  the  Voice  of 
the  East.  But  serious  students  of  this  Church  are  enco¬ 
uraged  to  go  through  that  magazine  for  articles  and  news 
items  on  this  Church.  The  articles  were  written  for  ordi¬ 
nary  people  and  not  scholars  doing  research. 

In  Sept  1980  the  writer  visited  West  Berlin  and  met 
Mrs.  Gabriele  Yonan,  a  German  Ph.  D.  student  who  was 
married  to  an  Assyrian  from  Syria.  Mrs.  Yonan  presented 
me  with  a  copy  of  her  book  Assurer  Heute  published  in 
December  1973.  This  book  contains  an  extensive  biblio¬ 
graphy  of  not  only  German  books  but  also  of  English  books 
and  periodicals  related  to  the  Assyrians.  More  books  and 
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articles  can  be  expected  from  Mrs.  Gabriele  Yonan,  who 
has  learned  to  speak  her  husband's  tongue. 

This  book  has  mainly  concentrated  on  English  books 
and  articles.  As  a  matter  of  fact  there  are  good  number 
of  books  and  articles  related  to  the  Church  of  the  East  in 
the  German  and  French  languages.  Several  German  and 
French  scholars  are  interested  in  the  study  of  the  Syriac 
language  and  Church.  But  since  the  author's  knowledge 
of  these  languages  is  very  limited  and  the  readers  of  this 
Bibliography  are  mainly  English  knowing  people,  this  list 
is  limited  to  English  books  and  articles. 

In  listing  the  books  and  articles,  the  standard  forms 
are  used.  First  the  surname  is  used  and  after  a  coma  the 
first  name  and  then  the  middle  name.  The  titles  of  books 
are  in  italics .  Then  come  the  place,  the  name  of  the 
publisher,  and  the  date.  The  numbers  of  pages  of  the 
books  are  not  listed.  On  a  second  thought,  page  numbers 
were  added  in  some  cases.  It  helps  a  new  reader  to  know 
the  size  of  the  book  before  buying  the  book.  In  the  sect¬ 
ion  on  articles,  only  the  name  of  the  periodical  is  in 
italics  and  the  title  of  the  article  is  in  inverted  commas. 
In  some  cases  the  names  of  the  periodicals  are  put  in 
abbreviation. 

On  27  July  1971,  Armaghan  Institute,  Teheran, 
Iran,  published  "A  Bibliography  on  the  Assyrians”  for  use 
at  the  Centenary  Christian  Center. 

In  eleven  pages  (cyclostyled!  they  have  listed  seve¬ 
ral  books  and  articles  in  English,  German  and  French.  It 
is  useful  to  many.  Soon  afterwards  on  28  Dec.  1971,  the 
Armaghan  Institute  issued  a  "Supplement  to  Bibliography 
on  the  Assyrian  Christians"  In  seven  cyclo-styled  pages 
they  added  some  more  relevant  books. 
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On  20  June  1978,  Resource-Study  Centre,  P.  0. 
Box  1505,  Teheran,  added  another  Supplement  to  the 
Bibliography  on  the  Assyrian  Christians .  In  four 
pages  they  have  added  a  few  more  useful  books  which 
had  not  been  listed  earlier.  This  included  some  more 
books  published  after  the  1971  list  was  prepared.  The 
present  writer  has  used  all  these  works  in  the  preparation 
of  this  work. 

After  some  years  a  further  updating  of  this  Biblio¬ 
graphy  will  be  necessary  as  more  articles  will  be  written 
in  the  years  ahead.  May  be,  some  of  the  future  authors 
on  this  topic  will  find  inspiration  to  write  on  this  Church 
after  reading  this  Bibliography .  If  that  happens,  the 
effort,  to  compile  this  bibliography  is  amply  rewarded.

The  dates  of  Easter  from  1950, 
to  2  100  are  worked  out  from  both  Julian 
and  Gregorian  calendars.  The  dates 
when  the  Julian  Calendar  and  Gregorian 
calendar  coincide  for  the  Easter  are  also 
marked.  Festivals  like  Ascension  and 
Pentecost  also  coincide  likewise,  as 
they  depend  on  the  Easter  or  Good 
Friday.  The  Christmas  dates  do  not 
coincide,  as  they  are  fixed  dates,  the 
Gregorian  date  is  on  Dec.  25,  while 
Julian  calendar  observes  it  13  days 
later,  i.  e.,  on  7th  January.  This  book 
is  very  informative  on  these  dates,  which 
are  not  available  in  other  books.

When 
the  Anglicans  and  Presbyterians  began 
to  work  among  them,  they  welcomed 
them.  Later  some  of  these  missionaries 
except  the  Anglicans,  began  to  steal 
their  sheep.  The  complete  history  is 
summarised  in  this  small  book.  It  is 
useful  for  the  present  generation  to 
know  how  T t heir  forefathers  came  into 
contact  with  the  foreigners.  This  book 
also  throws  Sight  on  the  affairs  of  the 
Assyrians  in  the  19th  century.

Mar  Aprem  (formerly 
George  Mooken)  was 
born  inTrichur.  Kerala, 
India  in  June  1940, 
Educated  in  India, 
England  and  America 
he  specialised  in  the 
field  of  Church  History. 
He  is  now  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Church 
History  Association  of 
India. 

He  holds  two  master's  degrees  in  Church 
History  one  from  the  United  Theological  College 
Bangalore  (M.  Th.,  of  Serampore,  I960],  and  the 
other  from  the  Union  Theolcgical  Seminary,  New 
York  (S.  T  M,  degree,  1967)  He  was  a  candidate 
for  Doctor  of  Theology  (Th.  D.i  degree  at  Prince¬ 
ton  Theological  Seminary  USA  when  he  was  made 
bishop  at  Bagdad,  Iraq  in  1968.  Later  he  earned 
his  D0  Th.  degree  from  Serampore  University  near 
Calcutta. 

Ordained  a  deacon  on  June  25,  1961  he  be¬ 
came  a  priest  on  the  day  he  completed  twenty 
five  years  of  age  on  13  June  1965.  He  was  con¬ 
secrated  bishop  on  September  21,  1968  by  Mar 
Thoma  Darmo  and  promoted  as  a  Metropolitan 
eight  days  later  at  Bagdad, 

Since  1968  he  is  the  head  of  the  Church  of 
the  East  in  India  with  his  headquarters  in  Trichur.
